Young Chicles Are About. 


After the chicks are a few weeks 


old, or the old hen leaves them. It 
is advisable to put them la position 
where they cau more_ nearly care for 
themselves. 
A. large coop may be 


made out of .a dry goods box, or 
lumber, which, is raised about 12 In- 
ches from the ground on legs, as 
shown In the Illustration. 


Although I have never found It 


necessary, the upper parts of the legs 
may be covered with parts of old 
fruit cans if desired. The run board 
at the door Is dropped and the swing- 
ing door closed as long as It Is desir- 
able to pen them in at night. 


Later bricks or stones can be 


placed beneath the steps so as to 
leave a space of about S inches. The

chicks will fly over au'ch a space and 
I have never know a rat to jump 
it. 


The old hens frequently Icavef the 


smaller coops for these larger ones. 
I have known two or three to occupy 
as majiy corners, seemingly all satis- 
fied, while still other chicks w£re oc-' 
cupying the roosts, which are flat and' 
about 2 Inches'wide and from'S-to 
12 inches from the floor. 


The labor of caring for the chicks 


can be very much reduced by the. 
use of a number of these coops in 
which .they can remain until winter 
or until they are-ready for the'mar- 
bet. During the winter the coops may 
be stored, or assembled and covered 
with boards If desired. 


The back of the coop .should ai- 


(vays be taght and turned towards rhe 
north, as it gives increased comfort 
and protection from damp aud chilly 
weather.

CATCHING FISH IN BASKETS. 


An Knsj Method .Which 
Obtained 


Around tho Bay of Fnndy. 


The Bay of Fundy has always been 


a famous fishing ground especially 
for salmon and shad. 
Fifty year* 


ago the fish were so plentiful that a 
method was used 
to 
catch 
them, 


which seems odd nowadays when a 
flsh has at least half a chance to es- 
cape the hook or the net. 


The 'tide rises high In the Bay Of 


Fundy and Its headwaters, and', of 
this fact the fishermen of fifty years 
agof took full advantage. 
At high 


tide the water makes sizable rl.vera 
of tiny streams. 
Large schools ot 


shad and other flsh In those days 
came up the river with the tide. 


The method of catching them was 


simple In the extreme. 
At low tide 


a seine would be staked to the river 
bed and the top of the seine weight- 
ed to the bottom with leads. 
Then 


after the tide had risen the fisher- 
men would pull up the seine so that 
It formed a barrier across the entire 
river bed. 


Wiien the tide.began to run out 


the flab would find their return to 
the sea and freedom barred effect- 
ively. 
The little"fellowj. of course, 


would make their way through th.e 
seine, but the.ones worth catching 
would flop Impotently against 
tho 


meshes. 


Soon the tide would be out com- 


pletely, leaving only a foot of water 
In .the riv'e'r. 
Several thousand flsh 


would be there.for the taking. A 
pair of rubber boots and 
a basket 


would «be sufficient equipment for 
the fishermen, who waded out and 
gathered, them In'wholesale. 


The flsh don't r u n ' u p the rivers 


any more, and the1 seining must bo 
done In the Day itself.'- Tbls Is prof- 
itable, it is true, but a flsh with half; 
a head can avoid capture for a long 
time. 


Profit in Geese Rai&iu:;. 


With a good bread and plenty of 


pasture raising geese will p'sy as well 
as other branches of .poultry and 
those who border on an Irrigating 
reservoir might just as well go intu 
the business as not.

ways sale for the feathers at from 
fifty to sixty, cents a pound.' One 
pound of feathers is about the aver- 
age amount to be taken'from six 
grown geese when picked for-their 
feathers. 
When killed three geese 


will furnish one pound of feathers- 
Geese will thrive on 
seepy land! 


where It would not be possible to 
raise either chickens or turkeys: In 
their wild and natural scate their 
food is grass, with roots of water 
plants and such animal food.as can 
be gathered along the water courses. 
Seeds of all kinds are also utilized 
by them, and an alfalfa patch is just 
the place for them. 
Four or five 


geese maybe mated with one gander. 
Stock geese should be fifteen months 
old as eggs will generally not be 
fertile If the goose is under that a?e 
They reach .maturity in three years. 
—Ranch and Range.

PATIENTS ARE ALL SAFE 


Bundled Up and Carried Down Stairs 


In a Smoke-Filled Building—Blaze a 


Particularly Difficult One For Fire- 


men to Handle—Surgeons In Fire 


of 1906 Operated on a Patient Un- 


der Umbrellas 


Biddeford, Me., Jan. IS.—For the 


second time within three years, the 
Trull hospital, a private institution 
owned by Dr. J. F. Trull, was de- 
stroyed by fire, the 
fifteen 
patients 


being removed to places 
of 
safety 


barely in time to save their lives. The 
total loss is estimated at ?47,l000 and 
is partly covered by insurance. 


On account of a severe blizzard 


which was raging the firemen had 
great difficulty in getting .the flames 
under control and many firemen suf- 
fered from frost bites and from in- 
juries caused by slipping on the icy 
timbers. 


On M;:rch 14, 1006, the hospital 


was partly burned and the work of 
rebuilding after that fire was com- 
pleted less than two years ago. 


Tbe Ore Sunday was discovered in 


the basement by Dr. Randall, the 
bouse physician. 
He attempted to 


put it out with a hand fire extinguish- 
er, but was overcome by the smoke 
and the fumes from the extinguisher 
so that it was not until several min- 
utes after he had managed to work 
his way out of the cellar that the as- 
sistance of the fire department was 
called by telephone. 


Groped Through Smoke 


Meanwhile Randall, assisted by W. 


H. Tibbetts, who lives near the hos- 
pital, and the 
nurses 
had busied 


themselves in bringing the fifteen pa- 
tients down to the first floor. The 
smoke bad grown so dense through- 
out the building by that time that they 
were obliged to grope their way down 
the stairs. 
Ambulances were sum- 


moned and all the patients, wrapped 
up to protect them from the snow and 
the icy wind, 'were carried to the 
nurses' home, only a short distance 
away. 
All of them are reported to 


be resting comfortably, snowing no 
ill effects from the excitement and ex- 
posure. 


The firemen found the*blaze a par- 


ticularly difficult one, partly because 
of the extreme cold and partly be- 
cause the building was so nearly fire- 
proof in' its 
construction: that "the 


flames could not be reached easily 
between the walls. 
Only the walls 


and part of the roof are left as .a 
shell. 


The hospital was first opened in 


June, 1900, 
and 
was 
burned 


March 14, 1906. It was reopened 
and dedicated again 
in 
February, 


1907. The previous fire was a sensa- 
tional .one because 
the 
surgeon 


who-were in iiie midst of an operation 
on the top floor of the building, re- 
mained and finished their 
delicate 


work, while the fire engines hummed 
outside and attendants held umbrellas 
over tbe physicians and the patient 
to keep off the water coming through 
the roof from the firemen's streams.

000. 


There were six garages, Including 


several used chiefly lor repairs, in 
the big storage plant which was form- 
erly the station freight shed. 


According to the watchman, th 


flre shot up from the vicinity of th 
boiler room. • It seemed but an in 
slant before the flames swept thror.^h 
the building, which was a one story 
affair, bursting through from one sec- 
tion to another and fed with gasolene 
soaked floors and quantities of that 
fluid stored in tanks in different sec- 
tions of the shed. 


The flre practically cleaned out all 


the building of the Park square ter- 
minal station, left when the railroad 
gave up the site. 
The real estate 


men of the city are Inclined to regard 
the flre as a blessing in disguise and 
a chance for tho immediate Improve- 
ment of the locality,

Panama canal purchase is that an in- 
dividual, and not the United States 
government, is the real plaintiff, in 
tbe case. 


It is true that the subpoenas served 


here read "the United States vs. The 
Press Publishing company," but if 
the proposed action is criminal in 
character, aa Is generally assumed to 
be tbe case, that would be tbe form 
ol a subpoena even where an indi- 
vidual is the complainant, according 
to the practice in the District of Co- 
lumbia. 


The identity of the individual or 


Individuals—for there may 
be more 


than one of them—is purely a matter 
ol' speculation, for the 
public 
will 


have to await the promised statement 
of Attorney General 
Bonaparte to 


have any accurate understanding of 
this remarkable case. 


Possibly President Roosevelt him- 


self is the complainant, or it may be 
that the action was begun by William 
N. Cromwell, or by Douglas Robin- 
son, or any of the persons named in 
tbe original newspaper publications in 
an individual way. 
A significant fact 


is that Cromwell was in Washington 
when the subpoenas were 
served, 


though he left during Saturday night 
for Mew York. 


Lawyers Are Interested 


; Local lawyers are 
discussing 
the 


case with interest, and already sharp 
differences of opinion appear as to 
tbe right of the United States govern- 
ment to prosecute a criminal libel 
proceeding against either an individ- 
ual or a newspaper, which is after 
all the bone of contention, for there 
can be no question of the right of an 
individual to bfing such an action. 


It is pointed out_ that tbe supreme 


court is on record in the Goodwin 
case as denying the power of a Unit- 
ed States circuit court to take juris- 
diction in a criminal libel case. 


On the other hand, while it is ad- 


mitted that there is no statutory law 
warranting such an action 
by 
the 


government, it certainly dees enjoy 
such a right under the common law 
as an absolutely necessary measure 
of power to protect the existence of 
the government.

OILED KOAJJS OK CAL,IFOIIX1A. 


Why 
Some 
Kkperirneiiters 
Were 


Doomed lo Failure. 


California has probably done more 


than has any other State to test the 
merits of crude oils as preservatives 
for public highways. This Is natural 
enough because California 
has an. 


abundant supply o£ asphaltlc oils, 
well suited for this purpose, there- 
fore can oil her highways at lesa 
cost than other States, says Good 
Roads Magazine. 


In their efforts Lo adapt the use oE 


oil to their wants, road makers made 
many experiments and blunders i'or 
which the taxpayer paid, as u?ual— 
heavy bills which might have beeu 
avoided bad they first consulted engi- 
neers -who make It their business to 
know the chemical and other values 
of materials, as well as the better 
ways ot using them. 


One result of suc-h errors is that 


In some counties the use of oil has 
been discredited, and even abandon- 
ed, while ia others better manage- 
ment has prevented dust and helped 
to keep the surface of the roads 
smooth and firm. In some instances 
the crude oil v/as poured out on, 
roads which had not been in any 
way prepared for oiling, and was 
allowed to flow over the surface as 
it would.- The result was bad, and 
:ko oil was blamed for failures due 
•vholly to lack of understanding by ' 
the rond makers. 


Commissioner Ellery, head, of the 


State Department of Highways of 
California, says in connection with 
this what- is equally true of road 
making in nearly every State in the 
Union: 


"The general plan of conducting 


our road business leads to no end ol 
modes 
of building and repairing. 


Various opinions and ideas of offi- 
cials charged with the road business, 
and" who in many instances have had 
no proper training iu road work, as 
their previous labors were applied 
along other lines, create too many 
plans for the work. 
In numerous 


instances, too, men have had charge 
and made good and suhstantial pro- 
gress in iheir work; but for some 
slight cause are superseded by others 
holding completely divergent ideas. 
These changes must have their bear- 
ing on the work, and consequently 
show in the mixed results." 


Commissioner Ellery says In effect 


of the oiled roads of California, that 
no.material is iiuite so important to 
road improvement in that State aa- 
is crude asphaltic oil. 
It may T>a 


used to prevent_the rising of dust, 
to make a roof o'f the surface of the 
road and th:;s preserve the founda- 
tion, and to reduce the wear of th'at 
surface. Yet it appears that In many, 
cases these benefits were lost, and 
the oil practically thrown away,' be- 
cause the right oils were not select- 
ed, or were improperly applied. la 
many instances oil was applied to a 
rutty road, worn out and uneven, 
r.i:d WHS pei-milted'to gather In pud- 
dles. 


In marked contrast with -such mis^ 


use of oil was that on the Winters- 
Davisvllle 
road, 
in 
Yolo 
county. 


This is an earth road of good cross 
section, prepared and oiled at a cost, 
that did- not exceed $150 per mile. 
The crov.-n was about eight inches 
in height, the,shallow, wide gutters 
being about seven feet from the pro- 
perty 
lines. 
Tills 
allowed 
free 


apretidiiig of traffic over the width 
of the right of way, 


\Vheu the roadway had hcen cut 


down to iin even, properly shaped 
and firm base, and all weak spots 
had been inade good, oil was spread 
over it at the rate of a gollou to the 
square yard. 
Then the grader brou- 


ght from ;.hc sides of the roadway 
the loose earth'that had been piled 
there, and the drag attached to the 
grader spread this earth evenly, to 
a depth of four or five inches, over 
the oil. This fresh earth was thor- 
oughly rolled before traffic was al- 
lowed to use the road. 


That 
traffic roughened the new 


surface, and had no proper atten- 
tion been then given to the surface, 
the results would have heen most 
unsatisfactory. 
But the grader and 


aM-.ivherl drag, v.-ent over the high- 
was a-; often as was required, and 30 
easily kept the road in almost per- 
fi'.rt shape and condition. 


By repeating this smoothing with 


jrrader anrl drag until the oil ap- 
l'r:;irc-i at. the surface of the dress- 
ing of loose earth, a hard surface of 
oiled earth v/aa made. Wherever too 
much oil showed a top dressing of 
earth or of sand was put on. Roads 
so n:ade have a body hard and firm 
er.osigh to endure heavy traffic;, and 
litilo resistance to wheels. 


California experiences have led to 


'.he following generalization: 


Care in selecting oil is necessary 


to good results. The quality of the 
road depends largely on this. A con- 
siderable percentage of asphalt in 
the oil is esentlal to good results. 


Two samples of oil were shown at 


the office 
oC the city engineer In 


Riverside. 
Each ot these waa of 


heavy gravity, but after reduction the 
asphaltic residuum in one -was 0; 
therefore that oil was practically 
•worthless for oiling roads. 
To be 


fit for this purpose an oil should 
contain, at least 40 per cfcut of as- 
phaltum. Every oil ottered for this 
purpose should be' tatted, and that 
having the greater'percentage of as-

say that it is impossible to keep bees 
in their locality on 'account of the 
wax moth, claiming that 
a good 


share of the bees throughout the 
country are annually destroyed In 
I his 
manner.

known, 
however, ninety-nine 
per 


cent, of all the colonies so destroy- 
ed are either queenless or have 
swarmed themselves to death and 
are too depopulated to protect their 
hives, the iio'nsequenees being that 
the moths get the upper hand. If a 
colony is in good condition there 
need be no worrying over wax moths, 
even though the bees are of the 
common German strain. 


April and the 
following warm 


mouths 'is the time when this insect 
Is most in 
evidence. 
The 
larvea 


make a rapid growth feeding upon 
the grains of pollen and other In- 
gredients found in old combs, for 
about twenty-one days, they then 
spin cocoons where a transforma- 
tion takes place and they emerge 
shortly a:; adult moths.

of season, says a writer In Gleanings 
In Bee Culture.

brood no cue should become un- 
duly alarmed, or ucf too hastily. an It 
may or nuiy not be foul brood. 
Ks- 


amlue again in a few days; auJ it 
tlie ulseaso Is found to be progress- 
ing and you are sure of. Its belii£ 
foul brood, proceed us follows: 


Do not give surplus room, but keep 


the colony crowded us much as pousl- 
ble, thus Inducing IL to swarm early; 
and 1C It will not swarm naturally, 
compel It to do so by the "shook 
swarm" route just us soon as It be- 
comes renl strong. 
fn either case 


after swarming remove the old col- 
ony to a new stand and hive the 
swarm on the old stitnd in a clean, 
hive on foundation, and leave it en- 
tirely alono tor one wetik. 
Let tha 


old stock, aa usual, raise a queen; 
ond on the evening of the 21st day 
after the ewarm Uuued, the brood 
being then all hatched and the young 
(lueeii commencing to lay. shake the 
bees from the combs on to founda- 
tion, after which (.he old combs can 
be rendered Into wax. 


If the apiary is large, and a con- 


pound to be promiscuously infected 
throughout the yard it la better to 
remove 
all the infected colonies, 


after swarming, to one end of tha 
yard, preferably separated 1'rom the 
other colonies by at leaat fifteen feet. 
In this manner the disease la con- 
stantly removed from the midst of 
the apiary, and, if desired, the hlvea 
may be so placed that two can bo 
readily united when rehived on the 
21st day, 
The ground in front of 


all treated colonies should be sprink- 
led thickly with salt, otherwise the 
infection may be carried right back, 
into the hive on the feet of the 
bees during wot weather, from dead 
brood, which IB sometimes carried 
out by the bees in an effort to clean 
up. 


Should the dieaase develop lite in 


the season—too late to build up be- 
fore winter—either of two plans can 
be safely used. If possible, and you 
know that the combs are free from 
Infection (a rather dlfllcult question 
to answer in an Infected apiary), re- 
hive the Infected colony; after brood- 
rearing haa ceased lor the season, on 
a 
sufficient 
number of well-filled 


combs aad render the wax; 'dt'ii'er- 
wlse, carefully mark every hlvu show- 
Ing 
Infection, 
and 
the 
following 


spring 
proceed 
as above by the 


•warming route if the disease reap- 
pears. 


In all cases of treatment where 


the colonies are hived on full sheets 
of foundation Ic must be understood 
that they be let absolutely alone for 
at leaat five days—better one full 
week—aa the comb-builders take all 
the honey when the others go to lh« 
field; and, If not disturbed BO as to 
break the wai curtain, will consume 
it all la the production of comb be- 
fore young brood can hatch. If dis- 
turbed before that time 
KO aa to 


cause them to fill up or exchange 
honey, on again going to the field 
they'will deposit their honey in the 
first empty cell they can find, and 
are thus almost sure to retain in- 
fection and make the treatment of, 
no effect. 
Should It become abso- 


lutely necesaary to disturb a colony 
up to the fourth day, remove all 
comb built up to that time, otherwise 
rehlvliig Is not necessary. 


With the exception of the natural 


swarms, of course all work should be 
done late in the day after tho bees 
are done flying, and the usual pre- 
cautions used against robbing. 


If possible, all treatment should 


tal'c place during a flow of honey. 
In some Instances during flows of 
certain honeys the disease will vol- 
untarily disappear of Itself und stay 
cured; but in all such cases those 
colonies will bear close watching th«j 
next season.

like," Just as surely from poor in- 
dividuals 
that are 
often 
seen la 


breeding herds, to be sold to some 
one who sends in a mail order. 
It 


Is a matter of doubt whether or not 
the scrubby pure-bred is more likely; 
to bring scrubby offspring, than Is 
even tho scrub without the pedigree. 
The fact that the good lines hava 
been concentrated for some genera- 
tions and that an effort has beett 
made to keep the animal pure la. 
breeding, emphasizes the llkllhood 
of like begetting like, and scrubby 
pure brads are the sure result unless 
the Inferiority ot the parent Is dua> 
to poor care rather than poor breed- 
ing;.
